Football, the greatest of all Ametl-
¢an collége games, la to recelve a 1lL-
tla nttentlon In the Leglslature this
yéar—npraobabiy vory llttle attantlon, for
Dr, R, B, Powell's blll to protbit tha
playlng of football in Virginle wili
recelve an llitlo notice oy b dessrves,
That 1a at least what those who are
Interested In the game, dénd who prob-
nbly ltnow more about it than the

falher of the prohlibitive bill think of
the matler,

Dr. Powell, who Is of lha House, may.
e very alncere In his desire to have
football prolithited 1n Vieginfa. Ha
probably {s, But If he eould Imagine
the storm of protest that will follow
from every nquarter jn the State whare
foatball is known and played he might
change hls mind, ns every frea Amerl-
cian nay do; and let the matter drop.

Tov Lote, Too Late.

Certaln it s that two years ago Dr.
Powall's bl might have recelved du=2
conslderation, At that time It was up
for dlscusslon all over the counlry.

Disapproval for the game as it was
played then was strongly expresscd,
&nd thoss who had charge of chang-
ing the ruoles of the game so aa (o
make' It more In accord with general
views, saw that it was time to act
The game, a8 overy ong at all famll-
far ‘with fontball knows, was changed
very materially. Open plays rather
than mess plays were made the f(ga-
turs of the game, more stringent reg-
ulations were lald down for clean
playing end falrness, and proper pun-
{shment wne Imposed for all brutality
and unnecessary roughness. Presldent
Hoosevelt ‘was at the head of the
mavement {o clean up the gridiron,
ond he worked with characteristic
energy. As o result, the game to-day
is very different from what It was be-
fore all thise hue and cry was ralwed,
and the change has been found very
satisfactory, not only by the playera
themseelves, but as well by those who
knew no mores about football than
what they had learned by wntching
from the grandstand. If there be any
further change necessary for the im-
provement of the game, [t will hbe
made dt the pext meeting of the rules
commlittes,

The congress will be the twens=
ty-fourth event In the history of the
asgoclation, and all changes made In
the present rules and all now legizin-
tion enncted wlll bo in force for the
next two years.

It {8 expected that a number of lm-
portant gue tlons will be brought he
fore the delegates, and If some of the

roposed changea'ara aceepted nng put
n the rules they wlll, In the opinlor of
thoke who are making the suggestlons,
greatly bhenefit the harness turf. At
the first annual meeting of the Brerd-
ers' Asmsoclation in fhis city, Inst ho-
vembar, a  reseplutlon was adorsted
again=t the racing of three-year-olds
in longer races than hest two-in-threo,
and sinees then the general opinlon of
the breedars and the Llurf press hos
heen atrongly in favor of this resolu-
tlon.

The congress, thercfore will be ask-
ed to make such changes In rule 42,
section IL, ns wlll not permlit any
nsroclation to make exceptlons to that
rule. he séctlon referred to savs that
races for two and three-yvear-alds must
he rmille heats, best two In Lhree, where
no distanas or way of going is speel-
fied, but as ench member has o right
to maka Its own condltions for a race,
It is desired that this rule be made
abeolute,

Licenses for urivers.

The 1issulng of a llcense to every
driver who participates {n o race over
the natlonal tracks |s being strongly
urged by horsemen, who helleve o rule
| ot this kind will greatly benefit the
turf. This was tried Just one seavon
some years ago, but [t was repaaled,
although none of the regular drivers
oblected to It in the least.

hose who are backing the renewal
nf the custom argue that every honest
{driver should consider an officlal li-
cense & mark of honor, while by this
meins every one cannot get Into ‘he
sport at wlil.  They argue that lha
system of running tracks in licensing
every jockey and trainer has proved
of Immense benefit, and [t will prove
equally, o to the harness turf.

Sueh' llcenses nre required from all
drivers in European coun'‘ries where
thera are trotting races. Tn fact, the
American harness turf Is  the only
racing Institution where anybody can
enter a contest without an official per-
mit from the turf suthorlties.

To Pay Fees,

On the running tracks a jockey must
pay & fee of $25 to secure a license
for a year, but for the harness turf
o small recording fee will be suffici~nt
to identify a man as a professional
driver, to whom the loss of his |lcense
would eurely prove an Incentive far
honesty in all of hls races. TIn the
meantime this practice would at once
decida the guestlon of emateur and
profe=sional drivers. a auesstion which
has been frequently ‘discussed and
whlt.::h has caused much dispute in the
past.
